Oliver “The Brain” Octopus 
Helps In Study Of Humans 


LONDON.—Oliver (The Brain) 
Octopus isn’t so brdiny these 
days, but he’s happy once again 
and so is the scientist who gave 
him a nervous breakdown while 
pretending to be his friend. 


The Benedict Arnold who betray- 
ed Oliver, strictly in the interest of 
science, confessed his treachery. 

“I am sorry,” he said’ in effect, 

‘ “that I have but one life to give to 
the study of the octopus. But a few 
more Olivers and maybe that will be 
enough.” 

Professor J. Z. Young, of Univer- 
sity College in London, is back from 
his Mediterranean laboratory with a 
discovery that may help science un- 
derstand more about the human 
brain. 

For years science has been trying 
to discover how the human brain 
learns. A burned child dreads. the 
fire, but what takes place in the 
brain to store up that experience? 

The octopus, in a primitive way, 


BRAZILIAN FERTILIZER 

An interesting experiment ‘is being 
carried on by the Public Health De- 
partment of the Municipality of San 
Paulo, Brazil, with a view to making 
fertilizers out of the sludge of the 
city’s sewage.

smaller—and they were electrically 
charged. 

At this point the duplicity of man 
so upset Oliver that he became neu- 
rotic and wouldn’t even come out. of 
hiding for a big white uncharged 
plate with a big crab on it. 

That's where science scored. 

Young operated on Oliver and 
found the exact portion of his brain 
that stored up impressions. When 
it was removed, Oliver forgot all 
about those nasty electric shocks and 
ate everything and anything in‘ sight: 
—and to heck with learning. 

The discovery of the experience 
section of Oliver’s brain was regard- 
ed as a real forward step. 

Soon Young. will return. for fur- 
ther study in this drama of the deep.

New Life For Britain's 
Oldest Industry 


LONDON.—Basketmaking in Bri- 
tain is taking on a new lease of life. 
It is the nation’s oldest industry, 
going back to the days of the ancient 
Britons before the arrival of the 
Roman legions. 

In the period between the First 
and Second World Wars the indus- 
try was hard hit by imports from 
abroad. These were sold at prices 
which would not even cover the 
wages of Britain’s craftsmen. During 
this slump the willow beds specially 
cultivated to produce osiers for bas- 
ket-making. shrunk from 19,000 acres 
to only 12,000. 

During the war there was a big 
demand .for home-made baskets. 
Large quantities were required for 
airborne supplies as well as for sig- 
nal equipment. , The willow growers 
re-organized their industry on a vol- 
untary basis. with complete success 
to meet these demands. oo 

Now that Britain is restricting im- 
ports as much as possiblé in order 
to. save spending abroad this -war- 
time activity is not only being main- 
tained, but increased. There are now 
7,000 basketmakers and the aim is 
to raise the figure as high as 25,000. 
This will include blind and disabled 
persons for whom basket weaving 
is an occupation particularly well 
suited. :

Apples At Best 
When Well Kept 


Science has contributed much: to 
the efficient storage of apples. Mod- 
ern refrigeration can now be used ‘to 
retain the full fresh flavour of fruit 
for a much longer period than in the 
days of our grandparents. Efficient 
methods of handling the crop from 
tree to storage have also made it 
possible to obtain apples in their full 
fresh, crisp and flavourful condition: , 
for months after harvest, says W. R. 
Phillips, Division of Horticulture, 
Central Experimental Farm, Ottawa. 

If the householder is to benefit 
from these more efficient methods, 
care must be given to apples after 
they are purchased. In heated homes 
apples soon lose moisture, becoming 
wilted or. shrivelled. With the loss 
of moisture, flavour and crispness 
also disappear. 

Heavily waxed cellophane ‘or wide 
mouthed glass jars can be used to 
advantage in controlling loss of mois- 
ture. If apples are kept in this way, 
the moisture, which would normally 
escape through small pore-like holes 
in skin, is held in. 

It should be remembered that 
apples are alive. The cells within 
the fruit are continually breathing, 
taking in oxygen and giving off car- 
bon dioxide. For this reason if glass 
jars are used the tops should not be 
screwed on tightly. If tightly sealed 
the apples will suffocate and take on 
objectionable flavours. erty 

Correct temperatures are most im- 
portant. The best temperature is 32 
degrees F., but 40 degrees F. (the 
normal temperature of household re- 
frigerators) is quite satisfactory for 
short intervals. When held at high- 
er temperature apples breathe more 
quickly, using up their normal nu- 
trients. ; ; 

To enjoy apples at their best with 
full fresh flavour, crisp texture and 
high nutritious value, store them in 
a cool temperature and enclose them 
in a moisture retaining container.

_WHILE MANY CANADIANS have questioned whether the era of pros- 
perity which followed the war will be an enduring one, there is as yet little 
cause to believe that it will end soon. Prices, incomes and rates of em- 
ployment all remain at high levels and there are few indications that there 
is a falling off of any of these at the present time. The demand for food 
has increased in this period because of highe: incomes and rising standards 
of nutrition in this country. Abroad, extensive war damage and growth 
in population have raised the need for increased imports of food from this 
country. While foodstuffs form an important part of our trade both at 


home and abropd, demand has increased for many other Canadian products 


as well and this contributes in a large measure to the prosnerity which 
we now enjoy.

The Use of 2,4-D. Approximately 
4 million acres of growing crops in 
the Prairie Provinces were treated’ 
with 2,4-D in 1948. On the whole, 
the weed control results obtained 
were highly satisfactory. Let there 
be no mistake about it, chemical . 
weed control is here to stay. 

The important uses of chemicals 
containing 2,4-D may be listed as 
follows: (1) For the control, at a 
low cost per acre, of man broad- 
leaved annual weeds (Wild Mustard, 
Stinkweed, Ragweeds, ete.) , in grow- 
ing cereal and flax crops. (2) For 
the effective top growth control of. . 
certain serious ial weeds such 
as Canada Thistle, Perennial Sow 
Thistle and Field Bmdweed in grow- 
ing crops. (3) In preventing seed 
production of annual.and perennial 
weeds, and for the complete eradica- 
tion of certain perennial weeds on 
uncropped land. (4)-For the con- 
trol and often eradication of suscep- 
tible woody plants, such as Willows,, : 
in ditches, on roadsides, and in anes 
fence-rows and other waste places.

Southern Alberta By Irrigation 


LETHBRIDGE, Alta. — Sugar

It is an example of the rounded- 
out economy which is abuilding. 

Not so long ago, in the ’80s, Leth- 
bridge was founded on coal—and it 
still is around here in abundance. 
Also came cattle, because the buffalo 
had gone and the Indians had to be 
fed. Then hard wheat, still the 
wealthiest crop. 
cently came irrigation on a large 
scale, and that is the word in Leth- 
bridge today. 

For irrigation made possible the 
sugar beet and one out of every 10 
pounds of sugar which Canadians eat 
is produced right here; it brought 
vegetables and a canning industry, 
and last year 1,500,000 pounds of 
frozen peas were shipped to Ontario 
alone, it provided extra fodder for 
cattle; and it removed much of the 
curse of drought from a country 
which at best has ‘a low rainfall. 

It is also bringing more population 
per square mile—raising it gradual- 
ly from three persons to 17, a stable 
population which should get along 
come boom or depression, dry year} 
or wet. 

There's oil around here too, not a 
great. deal in production yet, but 
sharing Alberta’s general optimism 
in this direction. 

Irrigation 


Take this matter of irrigation and 
forget for the moment the big wheat 
farms of this area which produced 
42,000,000 bushels of wheat worth 
$75,000,000 this year, and the large 
cattle ranches as big as 65,000. acres. 

For irrigation makes possible the 
smaller farms of, say, 160 acres. 
They plant about 25 acres to sugar 
beets from which a farmer today 
can get $200 an acre; some more to 
vegetables for canning which will 
bring $125 to $150 an acre; the rest 
to hay, oats, some wheat, these most- 
ly for feed; and they add cattle and 
sheep. 

About 536,000 acres now are irri- 
gated in southern Alberta, but fur- 
ther big projects are afoot. There's’ 
the St. Mary-Milk river development, 
for instance, south of Eethbridess) 
which will have a dam creating a 
lake 17 miles long by six wide, and 
add another 400,000 acres. It will 
make possible 3,000 to 4,000 farnis 
where now there are only 500. Alto- 
gether about 2,500,000 acres in south- 
ern Alberta may be brought in, and 
this is part of a larger western pic- 
ture which envisages similar devel- 
opments in central) and southern 
Saskatchewan. 

Sugar. Beet Plants

the plant. It is just 12 hours from 
raw beet till it’s ready for your por- 
ridge. 

You can taste it along the way, 
from the shredded white beet, al- 
ready naturally sweet, through the 


But relatively re-| thicker and thicker syrups, until a 


sticky brown mass- miraculously 
turns to pure white sugar as it. is 
whirled at high speed, the molasses 
content going off through filters. 

Fifty thousand tons of beets are 
stockpiled at Picture Butte alone at 
the moment, and 1,700 tons of sugar 
are processed’ there daily making 
more than 250 tons of sugar a day 
while the crop season is on. 

About 17 per cent. of the beet is 
sugar. What is left is pulp and molas- 
ses. That goes to cattle feed yards 
which have collected around Leth- 
bridge, and some 50,000 cattle worth 
about $15,000,000 on the hoof, think 
it good cating when it is mixed with 
grains. You think so, too, for much 
of that sugar you put in your tea, 
and much of that beef in your main 
course, came from the same thing, 
a great, big, white, ugly sugar beet. 

Not that all western cattle are 
raised around Lethbridge—not at all, 
but a lot of them are; most of the 
others just have to do without beets. 

And not to get in the hair of more 
populous Calgary, with its 100,000 
people, or neighboring Medicine Hat, 
all southern Alberta doesn’t belong 
to Lethbridge. It’s field is the more 
‘southern part, about 100 miles south 
of Calgary and 50 miles north of the 
international boundary, an _ area 
which needs a city of its own, which 
is fast-growing Lethbridge with 18,- 
000 people and 35,000 predicted, a 
place of wide western streets and 
‘sunshine. 

It's down near where the Crow's 
Nest pass leads iyto British Colum- 
bia, where the Kettle Valley railway 
runs west through Cranbrook, Nel- 
son, past industrial Trail’ and on to 
Penticton and Vancouver. It’s. the 
way southern Albertans and south- 
ern British Columbians want the 
trans-Canada highway to run, basing 
their claims on density of population 
and the soft .Chinook winds which 
would make a highway operational 
the year around. .
